WIDE RANGE OF POULTRY 
ACTIVITIES

(The entire range of poultry ac- 


‘tivities, such as incubation, brood- 


ing, rearing, egg production, breva- 
ing, feeding, the study of diseases; 
and general considerations of cae 
and management, is included in the 
work of the Poultry Division of the 
Experimental Fiarms Branch, Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture. 
‘Naturally, investigational work into 
the conditions of disease coritrol 
represénts one of the most import- 
ant phases of research work and 
fifteen years ago a pathological 
laboratory was equipped at the Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm at Ottawa 
in connection with the Poultry -Divi- 
sion. As a result of the laboratory 
facilities at Ottawa and other points, 
pullorum disease has been entirely 
controlled upon all the Experimen- 
tal Farms throughout the Dominion. 

Research work on incubation has 
established the most satisfactory 
levels of humidity for best resulta in 
hatching and the value 
eggs daily as an aid to incwhation 
was also demonstrated. Battery 
brooding, according to the knowl- 
edge gained ‘by the Division, has 
been shown to be good for short 
periods only, and all things consid- 
ered, the best method of breeding 
and rearing has been found in the 
removal of the chicks direct fron 
the incubator to colony houses upon 
range well removed from the poultry 
plant, if possible. Thus, disease con- 
tact between the young and the ma- 
ture stock is broken as much as 
possible. 

Various methods of handling for 
egg production have been  investi- 
gated and recommendations made. 
At the present time, an investigation 
of laying batteries is in progress, 
in which the value of this type of 
equipment for commercial egg pro- 
duction purposes has been shown ‘to 
be promising: The egg laying con- 
tests which are supervised by the 
Division have proved to be an ex- 
cellent medium for arousing inter 
est in better production as the result 
of better breeding and management 

Through the medium of these egig 
laying contests, a system of official 
registration has been established, 
the basis cf which is production and 
size of egg with officially recorded 
ancestry. Canada is the first coun- 
try to standardize egg laying con- 
tests and to use such records as the 
basis for official records.

PLANTING PEONINS AND 
PERENNIALS 

One of the most beautiful and 
hardiest of perennial plants is the 
herbaceous peony. It is attraotive 
at all stages.of its growth. It is not 

ect to attacks by insects but it 
is sometimes destroyed by. disease. 
The best time toplantis in Septem- 
ber and October and the tubers 
should be so placed that there is two 
inches of soil above the crown. Too 
deep planting is frequently the cause 
of peonies not blooming. It is ad- 
visable to mulch the plants for the 
first winter to prevent the alter:mat: 
freezing and thawing which is so 
harmful in. some districts. After the 
first year no mulch is necassary. 

Perennial plants like the peony. 
the iris, named  delphiniums, and 
phlox which do not come true from 
seed are best propagated by division 
of the roots. To divide a lange peony 
plant it should be dug up carefully, 
the loose earth shaken off, and the 
plant left exposed to the sun sme 
air for an hour or two. This will 
malkke the tubers less brittle, so that 
they will ndt break easily when 
handled. Al . the soil should be 
washed off with water, and the foli- 
age cut off, leaving just a row mches 
of stem above the crown. Examine 
the root and try to find out where 
it. can ‘be divided with as iittle dam- 
age to the tubers as possible. A 
division with five eyes is a good 
size but larger ones can be used if 
desired, , . 

“One frequently sees a gardener 
dividing a root simply by cutting it 
with a spade,” writes Isabella Pres- 
ton in ‘Herbaceous Perenniais,” an 
illustrated bulletin issued by the 
Dominion Department of Agricui- 
ture. This is a heartless way to 
treat a treasured plant, and also a 
very extravagant one, as it invari- 
ably happens that some of the roots 
are left without any top and vice 
versa. A good division must have a 
bit of root and an eye of a stem. 
The best way to do the dividing is 
to dig up the whole clump, knock off 
as much earth as possible and pull 
the plant apart with the hands.
